Please amend the claims as follows: 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A liquid crystal display device, comprising: 
a liquid crystal display panel; 

a backlight unit having a light guide plate, a fluorescent lamp, a reflection sheet 
substantially enclosing an outer side of the fluorescent lamp except for a light exit portion 
to reflect light emitted from the fluorescent lamp, and a bottom cover having an end 
portion with a shape that substantially follows a contour of the reflection sheet to 
substantially surround and encase the reflection sheet and to support and affix the 
reflection sheet , the rofloction shoot encloGing an outer oido of the fluoroocont lamp 
except for a light oxit portion of the fluoroocont lamp and o\^orlapping a portion of the 
light guide plato ; 

at least one optical sheet positioned along an upper surface of the light guide plate 

and overlapping an end portion of the reflection sheet by an overlap amount (B) . 

wher o in an end portion of the optical ohoot io pooitionod on an end portion of the 
reflection ahoot and 

wherein the end portion of the bottom cover is positioned to leave a 
predetermined interval £A} from the light guide plate and the optical sheet to simplify 
assembly of the light guide plate and the end portion of the reflection sheet overlaps a 
portion of the light guide plate bv t he overlap amount ( R), thf. pr n H n tnrminnH intor, ^1 
\\'iMn a range of about 0. 1mm to about 50mm and 
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wherein the end portion of the bottom cover substMitiallv contacts all the outer 
side of th e reflection sheet except for a portion of the predetermined interval (A) and an 

overlapping portion with the overlap amount (B): and 

a chassis supporting and affixing the liquid crystal display panel and the backlight 

unit. 

Claim 2 (Previously Presented): The device according to claim 1, wherein the backlight 
unit further comprises: 

a panel-type light guide plate having a light projection plane and a light incident 

plane; 

a reflection plate along a rear side of the light guide plate; 

a lamp assembly at the light incident plane of the light guide plate, the lamp 
assembly including the fluorescent lamp and the reflection sheet at an outer side of 
fluorescent lamp; and 

a rectangular mold frame receiving the reflection plate, the light guide plate, the 
optical sheet, and the lamp assembly therein, 

wherein the bottom cover extends from a bottom of the mold frame to an outer 
side of the reflection sheet.

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Claim 4 (Currently Amended): The device according to claim [[2]]i, wherein die 
predetermined interval (A) is within a range of about 0. tmm to about 50mm fee 
reflection sheet has a round shape and end portions of the refl e ction she e t overlap a 
portion of th e Hght guid e piato by a first overlap amount . 

Claim 5 (Currenfly Amended): The device according to claim [[4]]i, wherein the overlap 
amount {B} is within a range of about 0.2 mm to about 30 mm. 

Claim 6 (Original): The device according to claim 1, wherein the reflection sheet is 
formed of one of a synthetic resin selected from the group consisting of alkylbenzene 
sulfonate (ABS), polyethylene terephthalate (PET), and polyvinyl chloride (PVC), and a 
non-metallic substance. 

Claim 7 (Original): The device according to claim 6, wherein the synthetic resin includes 
one of a polymer having a high reflexibility and Ti. 

Claim 8 (Original): The device according to claim 2, wherein an extension portion of the 
reflection plate forms the reflection sheet. 

Claim 9 (Previously Presented): The device according to claim 1 , wherein the end 
portion of the bottom cover has a round shape. 
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Claim 10 (Canceled). 

Claim 11 (Currently Amended): A backlight unit, comprising: 

a panel-type light guide plate having a light projection plane and a light incident 

plane; 

a reflection plate along a rear side of the light guide plate; 

a lamp assembly at the light incident plane of the light guide plate, the lamp 
assembly including the fluorescent lamp and a reflection sheet at an outer side of 
fluorescent lamp; 

at least one optical sheet over the light projection plane of the light guide plate 

and overlapping an en d portion of the reflection sheet bv an overlap amount fB): whefem 
an end portion of tho optical ohoot io pooitionod on an end portion of the rofloction ohoot 
and 

a bottom cover extending from a rear side of the reflection plate to an outer side 

of the reflection sheet such that an end portion of the bottom cover extends to the outer 
side of the reflection sheet substantially following a contour of the reflection sheet to 
substantially surround and encase flie reflection sheet and to support and affix the 
reflection sheet , th e reflection sh ee t e nolooing an outer side of tho fluoreocont lamp 
exc e pt for a light e xit portion of tho fluoroocont lamp and o\^erlapping a portion of tho 
light guid e plate . 
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wherein the end portion of the bottom cover is positioned to leave a 
predetermined interval (A) from the light guide plate and the end portion of the reflection 
sheet overlaps a portion of the light g u ide plate bv the overlap amount ( R), thn nptir.nl 
shoot to aimplify aoGombly of the light guide plato and the prodot o rminod intor\^al is 
within g rongo of about 0.1mm to about 50mm and 

wherein the end portion of t he bottom cover substantially contacts all the outer 
side of the reflection sheet except for a portion of the predetermined interval (A) and an 
overlapping portion with the overlap amount (B) . 

Claim 12 (Previously Presented): The backlight unit according to claim 11, wherein the 

reflection sheet is formed of one of a synthetic resin selected from the group consisting of 
alkylbenzene sulfonate (ABS), polyethylene terephthalate (PET), and polyvinyl chloride 
(PVC), and a non-metallic substance. 

Claim 13 (Previously Presented): The backlight unit according to claim 12, wherein the 
synthetic resin includes one of a polymer having a high reflexibility and Ti. 

Claim 14 (Previously Presented): The backlight unit according to claim 1 1 , wherein an 
extension portion of the reflection plate forms the reflection sheet. 

Claim 15 (Previously Presented): The backlight unit according to claim 11, wherein the 
end portion of the bottom cover has a round shape. 
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Claim 16 (Canceled). 

Claim 17 (Currently Amended): The backlight unit according to claim 1 1 , wherein and 
portions of the roflootion sheet ov e rlap a portion of tho light guide plate by a first overlap 
merot the predetermined interval (A) is within a ranee of about 0.1 nmi to about 50mm 
and the overlap amount fB) is within a range of about 0.2 mm to about 30 mm. 

Claim 18 (Currently Amended): A backlight unit for a liquid crystal display device, 
comprising: 

a light guide plate; 

a reflection plate along a rear side of the light guide plate; 

a fluorescent lamp along an outer periphery of the light guide plate; 

a reflection sheet substantially enclosing the fluorescent lamp along the outer 
periphery of the light guide plate to reflect light fi-om the fluorescent lamp to the light 
guide plate; 

at least one optical sheet positioned along an upper surface of the light guide plate 
and overlapping an end portion of the reflection sheet by an overlap amount (B) . wherein 
an end portion of the optical sh ee t is positioned on an e nd portion of tho reflection shoot ; 
and 
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a bottom cover along a rear side of the reflection plate having an end portion with 
a shape that substantially follows a contour of the reflection sheet to substantially 
surround and encase the reflection sheet and to support and affix the reflection sheetv-tbe 
reflection she e t enclosing an outer sid e of th e fluoresc e nt lamp except for a light exit 
portion of the fluor e sc e nt lamp and ov e rlapping a portion of th e light guid e plat e, 

wherein the end portion of the bottom cover is positioned to leave a 
predetermined interval (A) from the light guide plate and the end portion of the reflection 
sheet overlaps a portion of the light guide plate by the overlap amount (B) , the optical 
sh ee t to simplify assembly of th e light guid e plat e and th e pr e d e t e rmin e d int e rval is 
within g range of about 0.1mm to about 50mm and 

wherein the end portion of the bottom cover substantially contacts all the outer 
side of the reflection sheet except for a portion of the predetermined interval (A) and an 
overlapping portion with the overlap amount (B) . 

Claim 19 (Previously Presented): The backlight unit according to claim 18, wherein a 
first end portion of the reflection sheet overlaps a portion of the reflection plate and a 
second end portion of the reflection sheet overlaps a portion of the light guide plate. 

Claim 20 (Previously Presented): The backlight unit according to claim 18, wherein an 
extension portion of the reflection plate forms the reflection sheet.
